mandate of the court and gives in detail 
the recent meeting of the Associated 
Press, when several of the old officers 
resigned and new officers were elected. 

According to the allegations of the bill 
the change of officers was for the pur- 
pose of allowing the organization of a 
new associated press which would grad- 
ually take on the business of the assocta- 
tion egainst which judicial ruling had 
been made. The Inter Ocean Publishing 
Company as a shareholder in the Asso- 
clated Press of Illinois objects to the 
organization of the new association on 
the grounds that {ts object is to succeed 
the business of the Associated Press of 
Illinois. 

Melville E. Stone, general manager; 
Stephen OO. Meara, Adolph Ochs, St. 
-lair McKelway, William lL. McLean, 
Frank B. Noyes and A. H. Bela are di- 
rectors of the new organization. 

The temporary injunction restrains the 
def nts from “doing business under 
the name of the Associated Press and 
from ixterfering with or attempting in 
any way to injure or destroy the busi- 
ness of the Associated Press of Illinois, 
or endeavoring to cause any party, firm, 
or corporation to annual or cancel or 
break his or its contract with the As- 
sociated Press of Illinois and sending 
out any circular to the members of the 
Associated Press of Illinois or in any 
other manner soliciting or asking them 
to join and become members of the As- 
sociated Press incorporated under the 
laws of the state of New York.” 

A prayer asking that the temporary 
restricting order be made perpetual is 
appended to the bill. Attached to the 
complaint are the by-laws of. the new 
organization and letters purporting to 
have been sent out by the officers of the 
new association outlining the plan and

London, June 12.—10:05 p. m.—It is learn- 
ed that the government has at last de- 
cided upon a plan of settlement of South 
Africa. The detail are kept most secret, 
but it can be safely said'that the Orange 
river colony and the Transvaal will be- 
come crown colonies, the latter probably 
being renamed the Transvaal colony. sir 
Alfred Milner, it is declared, is to,be high 
commissioner of South Africa, in spite of 
the opposition he hag incurred, 

The crown colony form of government 
can best be understood by reference to 
the system in vogue in the West Indies, 
Sierra Leone and Ceylon. Endeavors will 
be made to put this fnforce as soon as 
possiblg in the Transvaal and Orange 
river colonies, though it is scarcely ex- 
pected the details will be announced or 
some parts of the work begun for a few 
months. 

While the civil settlement will be drawn 
up so as to be eventually independent of 
military enforcement it is realized that 
the initial work must be effected with the 
co-operation of the troops. “Sir Alfned 
Milner appears to believe that civil’re- 
organization and milifary pacification can 
proceed simultaneously and that a possi- 
ble scattered rising will not retard the 
progress of reorganization once it is be-. 
gun. ad 

The colonial officers are said to be of 
opinion, however, that the maintenance 
of good sized garrisons at ‘such cepters 
as Bloemfontein, Kroonstad, Joharnnes- 
burg and Pretoria will be necessary for 
a long time afte® thercrewp eolony .sys- 
tem gets in working order.

Maxim rapid-fire guns and heavier field 
guns of tha Creu@t make. The revolu- 
tionists also have a gunboat and another 
versel used for transport and fichting 
purposes. Ths government has four geun- 
boats, three on the Atlantic and one on 
the Pacific side. 

Revolutionists Powerful. 

The revolutionists are well organized, 
not only on the field, but abroad, with 
influential friends here. According to 
their side of tr: case, as stated by one 
of their adherénts today, the conflicting 
ctaims of success are due largely to ne- 
gotiations recently carried on as to the 
Panama canal.

Jervey Claims To Be of Prominent 
Charleston Family—Mrs. Mar- 
tin Says Jervey Gave Her 
the Stamps—Further 
Investigation Today. 


Upon evidence that they had been setr- 
ing a large lot of postage stamps and at 
greatly reduced prices, Wewls S. Jervey, 
a young white man, and Mrs. Mary Mar- 
tin, the wife of Mack Martin, were ar- 
rested vesterday afternoon by City Detec- 
tives Wootten and Hewitt. 

Last fall two bold postoffice burglaries 
occurred at Red Oak and East Point, two 
suburban towns close to Atlanta, and the 
fact that Lewis Jervey has been caught 
with a large quantity of stamps in his 
possession and gave a large lot to the 
Martin woman to sell, leads the detec- 
tives to belleve that Jervey may have 
been In some way implicated in the rob- 
and if that is, not true, that he 
may know a great deal about the matter, 

Jervey gives no very satisfactory ac- 
count of how he came in possession of 
the stamps, and, fn fact, the tale he tells 
is to experienced officers of the law de- 
cidedly fishy, to say the least of it. 

The woman may be a victim of Jervey’s, 
but she occupies a cell and will be held 
until the affair fs fully investigated, 

Jervey is a small, red-headed young 
man thirty-five years of age, with blue 
eyes, and he talks with just a suspicion 
of embarrassment. 

Mrs. Mary Martin is a young woman 
with dark hair and sad features, and she 
tells a story which seems to be the truth 
as far as it goes. Whether she knows a 
little more than she has told !s what the 
detectives are trying to find out. 

The arrest of the couple took place last 
evening about 7 o’¢lock. Jervey was found 
at his sister’s, a-woman who runs a milk 
dairy on the outskirts of the city, near 
West End. ‘ 

Mrs. Martin was found at her husband's 
home, No. 297 Greensferry avenue, She 
has a little child, one year old, which sne 
was obliged to leave with her old mother. 
Her husband was absent from home when 
she was arrested and he did not know of 
what had happened until later in the 
night. 

Jervey claims to be the son of a very 
prominent citizen of Charleston. 


The Postoffice Burglaries. 


It will be remembered that about six 
or eight months ago the postoffices at 
Red Oak and East Point were burglar- 
ized, the safe blown open with gunpowder 
and a large amount of cash and stamps 
stolen, The double robbery, occurring on 
the same night, created quite a sensation 
at the time. Three arrests were made, 
but there being no evidence against the 
men they were subsequently turned loose.

A few months later she persuaded her 
husband to resign, and in the course of a 
short time the civil war was a thing of 
the past. 


Belle Boyds career was then prat¢tical- 
ly over. She was a woman without a 
country and her husband wag ostracised 
by his own people. 

Then she began a hard struggle for ex- 
istence. Finding that she could not make 
a living by writing for newspapers, she 
entered the lecture field and during the 
past thirty years she has visited every 
city and town in this country.

Business Men Request Commercial] 
Bodies To Appoint Committees 


TO MEET STRIKING CARPENTERS 


Clearing. House Association Decides 
Not To Take Any Action as an 
Organization. 


An effort to end the existing troubles 
between the carpenters and jciners and 
their former employers is being made by

A letter was sent yesterday afternoon 
to the Clearing House Association, 
Business Men's League and to the cham- 
ber of commerce asking that a united 
effort looking to a settlement of the car- 
penters’ strike be made.

Atlanta, Ga., June II. 1900.—To the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, the Atlanta 
Clearing House, the Atlanta Business Men's 
League.—Gentlemen—In view of the serious 
differénces which exist between the employ- 
ers of carpenters in Atlanta and their em- 
ployees, which has resulted ina ‘‘strike,”’ and 
the resulting harm not only to the parties qd- 
rectly concerned, but to the general public, 
and believing that the best interests of Atlanta 
will be subserved by bringing about a friendly 
adjvstment of such differences, we, as citi- 
zens of Atlanta, without favor to either of the 
contending parties, but in the interest of the 
public weal, request your honorable bodies to 
arpoint appropriate committees from your 
associations, respectively, to the end that such 
committees, actirg together, may use their 
good offices in endeavoring to arrange an 
aniicable adjustment between such employera 
and employees, alike fair and honorable to both

Court — Interesting 
Evidence Given. 


A spicy investigation was the result of 
the trials in the police court yesteraay 
afternoon of the physicians and citizens 
against whom cases had been made by 
the board of health for an alleged failure 
to report scarlet fever in the city. 

All the cases were dismissed, and the 
recorder announced that the sanitary 
regulations were defective, as certain laws 
of the city reeded amendment. One ordl- 
nance, which requires a contagious dis- 
ease to be reported “immediately,” the 
recorder said, ought to be amended by 
striking out the werd “immediate” and 
inserting a certain numbers of hours; and 
another ordinance, which prohibits the re- 
moval of patients, should be amended by 
making the law applicable to suspected 
patients the same as those afflicted with 
contagious disease. 

The trials grew out of two cases of 
scarlet fever being removed from the 
Farlinger house and the Bon Air hotel 
to No. 56 Mills street. Ihe people resid- 
ing on Millis belleved a great injustice had 
been done them, and they appealed to the 
board of health. Im the meantime the 
parents of the children removed stated 
that the hcuse had been rocked. 

All of this led to a special meeting of 
the board of health, and :t was devided v4 
make cases in the police court againgt 
the following people: / 

A. W. Farlinger, owner of the Farlinger 
apartment house; Dr, C, M. Paine, who 
attended the patien: removed fron. \the 
tariinges house; Bb. & Drake, propridtor 
of the Bén Air hotel; Marion paater, 
father of the child removed from the Bow 
Air; Dr. T. V. Hubbard, the physician at} 
tending Mr, Ansley’s child, 

The cases were separtited, Dr. Hubbard 
and Mr. Prake being first arraigned. It 
was admitted by Attorney Burton Smith, 
of the board of health, that there was no 
evidence against Mr, Ansley. 

What the Evidence Showed. 

From the evidence on both sides it seems 
that Jr. liubbard informed Drake thai 
the Ansley child had scarlet fever. Mr. 
Ansley and Drake decided to take the pa- 
tient to No. 06 MillS street, where a case 
ot scarlet tever had already been taken 
from the Fatrlinger house. Dr. Hubbard 
desired Drake and Mr. Ansley to notify 
the board of heaith. Mr. Ansley said Dr. 
Bizzell, the board, told him he had 
twenty-four hours in which to make sucn 
a report. The report reached the board 
about iwwenty-four hours after the case 
was diagnosed. Chief Lowry “consented 
for the child to be removed to No. 56 
Mills street. 'n these cases no fault was 
found for the removal of the child, as the 
chief was consenting, but the board of 
health claimed that the report of the case 
Was not n ade soon enough. 

Attorney Ruben Arnold represented the 
defendants. 

The re:order announce] that under the 
evidence he would dismiss the cases. 

‘Il think,’’ said’ Recorder Broyles, ‘‘that 
the ordinance requiring notification of 
contagious diseases should specify a cer- 
tain numLer of hours, as the term ‘imme- 
diate’ is relative,”’ 

The case against Mr. Ansley was digs 
missed without his going to trial. 

Two Others Were Tried. 

Dr. Paine and Mr, Farlinger were next 
arraigned. 

The evidence in these cases was that 
a child under the treatment of Dr. Paine 
in the larlinger house Was removed to 
No. 56 Mills street, but the disease was 
not diagnosed as scarlet fever wntil after 
the removal. 

These cases were aiso dismissed, the re- 
corder stating that the crdinance prohib- 
iting the removal of patients afflicted 
with contagious diseases needed amending 
by adding that suspected cases shouid 
also not be removed. He exonerated Dr. 
Paine and Mr. Farlinger from intention 
to do wrong. 

There were some spicy scenes during the 
investigation. At one time Dr. Bizzell 
arose and remarked that Dr. Longino, 
who had testified in behaif of the defsend- 
ants, had acted with the board of health 
when the cases were ordered made to 
which Dr. Jengino replied: 

“Yes, that is true, and I am still with 
the board. I did not expect to become a 
witness when I came into the courtroom, 
but after I was put on the stand [I told 
the truth.”’ 

Remarks of an Attorney, 

Attorney Burton Smith said, when con- 
cluding his argument in the cases last 
tried: 

“Since the first parties tried have been 
turned loose, I do not care to see Dr. 
Paine and Mr. Farlinger fined, as I be- 
lieve the others were the most guilty. It 
is a well-known fact that employees of a 
government may sometimes ba placed un- 
der a pressure when cases are to be made 
against prominent citizens, and I fear the 
Outcome of these cases May hereafter 
Cause them to relax in their vigilance.” 

Attorney Linton Hopkins, representing 
Farlinger and Dr. Paine, remarked that 
Mr. Smith's statement might he taken as 
applying to the court. Mr. Smith said 
such was far from his intention, 

It is prol.able that the board of health 
will take the recorder’s suggestion and 
amend the two tanitary ordinances under 
which the cases were made yesterday.

ALARM FELT OVER 
THE CENSUS WORK 


Indications Are That It Will Not Be 
Finished in Atlanta. 


MANY INQUIRIES ARE MADE 


Citizens Ask The Constitution About 
the Enumerators. 


LARGE DISTRICT STILL UNCOVERED 


Force Has Been Increased and Mr. 
Caldwell Believes Complete Cen- 
sus Will Be Taken by Friday. 


Considerable alarm is felt in Atlanta 
over the work of the census enumerators 
here and it is believed by many that the 
enumerators in Atlanta will not complete 
the task within the limit set upon them 
by the supervisor. 

According to the rules of the census of- 
fice the work in Atlanta should be com- 
pleted by June 15th, which is next Fri- 
day. It is known that a large district 
has yet been uncovered and although 
Captain Caldwell, who has charge of the 
census taking here, has doubled his force, 
it is not belleved that a complete census 
will be taken unless unusual efforts are 
exerted and a much larger force em- 
ployed. 

During the past few days The Consti- 
tution has received messages by tele- 
phone from many portions of the city 
asking about the work of the enumera- 
tors and stating that they had not yet 
seen the enumerators. These inquiries 
have come from populous districts and 
their number is taken as an fndication 
that the enumerators still have a big 
work before them. , 

The enumerators have only two more 
days in which to complete the work and 
under the rules governing the undertak- 
ing the men will not be permitted to tako 
names and data after that date. The 
census of Atlanta must go on record as 
it stands when the enumerators turn in 
their final reports Friday. 

It is to the interest of everybody and 
the desire of the city that the census 
should be as complete in every detail 
as possible, but unless the enumerating 
proceeds with more rapidity the indica- 
tions are that the census of Atlanta will 
be far from complete. 

The enumerators request that the citi- 
zens who have not yet been enumerated 
do everything in their power to aid them 
and it is desired that the heads of fami- 
lies where sheets have been left fill them 
out immediately. 

The enumerators have met with little 
difficulty in securing the information they 
desire, and in no instance has it been 
necessary for them to resort to harsh 
measures. In two instances Mr. Cald- 
well has been forced to visit persons who 
refused to answer questions properly, but 
in each case the information was obtained 
as soon as the citizen fully understood 
the matter, 

Mr. Caldwell has increased his force 
of enumerators considerably and believes 
that he will be able to complete the work 
in a satisfactory manner,within the time 
limit set upon him by~the department. 

The indications are that the census will 
differ from the population given in the 
city directories, but this will be owing 
to the fact that such a large number of 
suburbanites do business in Atlanta and 
live just outside the city limits,

The crop bulletin for the week ending 
shows that the heavy rains 
have interfered with the crops to a con- 
siderable extent. In many sections the 
rainfall was excessive and damage was 
‘aused on bottom lands by washing out. 
The summary of the bulletin follows: 

“Showers were almost of daily -occur- 
rence during the week in every portion of 
the state, end the rainfall was excessive 
in numerous sections. Under these condi- 
d:tiens very little was accomplished in 
working crops: some damage was caused 
to crops on bottom lands by washing, 
and in numerous counties wheat was bad- 
ly tangled. ‘The temperature 
was favorable, and the general effect 
of the rain will doubtless be likewise, if 
the coming week should be warm and 
sunny. Grass has had a fine opportunity 
to thrive, and nearly all crops stand in 
need of clearinf. The wheat and oat 
harvest has continued, where conditions 
favored, and on the whole the yields are 
regarded as good. Early cotton is blos- 
soming in a few southern counties; much 
remains to be chopped in the north. Scat- 
tered complaints*are at hand of damage 
by lice. Peach, plum and cherry crops 
are excellent; large shipments of early 
peaches are being made. Melons are ri- 
pening in Lowndes and Thomas counties, 
and will soon be in market. The berry 
crop is abundant. Sugar cane and rice 
are progressing well, and many potato

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SCHOOL DISTRICTS 
ARE REARRANGED 


New Bell Street School Made Changes 
Necessary. 


COMMITTEE COMPLETES WORK 


Districts Principally Affected Are 
Crew, Fair and Boulevard. 


SEVERAL BOUNDARY LINES ARE CHANGED 


Addition of Two New Rooms at Wil- 
liams Street School May Cause 
Readjustment in That District. 


A complete readjustment of the schoo! 
districts in certain sections of the city 
was accomplished yesterday by the spe- 
cial committee appointed by the board of 
education to take charge of the matter. 

The establishment of the new Bell street 
school made this rearrangement neces- 
sary. The committee was composed of 
Superintendent W. F. Slaton, chairman; 
Assistant Superintendent L. M. Landrum 
and Oscar Pappenheimer, of the board of 
education. 

The work was taken up yesterday after- 
noon in the superintendent's office and 
was completed in a short time. The 
school districts principally affected by the 
work of the committee were Crew, Fair 
and Boulevard. 

Pstablishing a district boundary for 
the new school on Bell street, which will 
be opened the second Monday in Septem- 
ber, was the first. matter taken up for 
consideration. Part§ of territory formerly 
in the Crew. Fair and Boulevard digtricts 
were taken to make up the new school 
district. 

The following is the boundary line of 
the Bell street school: 
Seginnine at the Broad 

Marietta street, from 
Edgewood avenue, from Edgewood ave- 
nue to Fort, Fort to Auburn, Auburn to 
Jackson, Jackson back to Edgewood ave- 
nue, Edgewood avenue to soulevard, 
Boulevard to Georgia railway tracks, up 
railway tracks to the Broad street bridge. 

Fort street, from Edgewood avenue to 
Forrest avenue was then made the divid- 
ing line between Ivy street school and 
the Boulevard school. The next change 
affects Walker street school and Crew 
street school. The part of Crew street 
school district north of South Forsyth 
street and from the bridge to Brotherton 
street and east of Brotherton street from 
Forsyth to the railroad was cut from 
Crew street district and placed the 
Walker street school district. 

In the Formwalt street school 
the following change was mas: 
part of the Formwalt street school 
trict south of Hendrix avenue was placed 
in Fraser street school district. Hen- 
drix avenue runs from Windsor street to 
Pryor street. The following change af- 
fects Fraser, Crew and Fair street school 
districts: Georgia avenue was made tne 
southern boundary of Crew street schoo! 
from Pryor street to Martin, and Martin 
street was made the eastern boundary 
of Crew street school from Georgia ave- 
nue to the railway tracks. 

All other school districts will remain 
before until the building of the two 
new rooms for the William street school.

Replies to Professor Scomp 


In a letter to Mrs. Robert Emory Park, 
Biate regent of Georgia, Mrs. Annie Ka- 
row, of Savannah, refers to the recent 
letter of Dr. Scomp on the svbject of 
Georgia's ¢cPonlal records, and comments 
as follows: 

“I have just read the letter of Dr. 
Scomp in Sunday’s Constitution, and it 
struck me that the account of the co- 
lonisl reeords did not altogether coincide 
with trat given me some time ago by Mr. 
Harden. 

“Mr. Harcen having been identified with 
the Georgia Historical Society almost 
from its foundation, being elected assist- 
ant librarian in 1866 anda Hbrarian in 186s, 
is more familiar with the history of the 
society than any one elise, and is the high- 
est authority conce2rning the documents 
within its custody. In an Interview with 
him yesterday I gathered the following 
facts relating to the history of those 
colonial documents which were in the 
archives ef the Georgia Historical So- 
ciety frem its imorporaticn until they 
siarted upon the fatal journey which end- 
ed in their total destruction in the birn- 
ing of Dr. Scomp’s residence at Oxford. 
By virtue of a resolution of the Georgia 
legis.ature passed December 23, 1837, the 
governor appointed the Rev, Charles Wal- 
lace Howard an agent of the state to re- 
pair to London fer the purpose of: pro- 
curing the colonial records or copies 
thereof, now in the colonial departments 
of Great britain, that relate to the his- 
tory and settlement of this state. These 
documents filled twenty-two large folio 
Volumes averaging over. two hundred 
coosely. written peges each; they were 
carefully copied and committed to the 
archives of the state of Georsta. The 
Geurgia Historical Society was organized 
in May, 1839, and after their charter was 
granted, December 19, 1839, ‘section 5 of 
the act of incorporation provided that 
‘the transcripts of the colonial records 
lately taken ny the Rev, Charles Wallace 
Hioward in London, be confided to the 
Care and Keeping of the Georgia Histor- 
kal Society until further disposition af 
the same be made by the general assem- 
bly.’ So in 1839 these precious documents 
were confided to the custody of the Geor- 
gia Historical Society. During the next 
tew years Bishop William ‘Bacon Stevens, 
who was then writing his history of Geor- 
ga, haa constant access to them and used 
them freely, but the papers themselves 
never left the library. The Rev. George 
White a:so made use of them in preparing 
the data for his invasuable ‘Collections.’ 

“Thus We see that the colonial records 
remained safely in the keeping cf the 
Historical Society urtil 1581, when Cole- 
nel Charles C. Jcnes optained permission 
from the Governor of Georgia to have the 
records sent to him for reference while 
writing his splendid history of Georgia. 
Mr. ‘Harden remembers packing the doz- 
uments and sending them to Colone!} 
Jones in Augusta, where ‘hey remained 
for the next few years in Colonel Jone’s 
Burary, After compieting his history, 
Colonel Jones wrote a letter to the gov- 
ernor and at the same time one to the 
Historical Society, suggesting the advisa- 
bility of confiding the colonial recerds to 
the archives of the state, whose property 
they were, two historians having used 


them. This suggestion wus acted upon, 


and they were sent to Atlanta and placed 
among the state papers in the (old) cap- 
itul. It was heré that Dr. Scomp found 
them after a long search which could 
easily have been avoided had he applied 
to the Historical Society for information. 
concerning them. 

“While all of the material of a strictly 
historical nature was utilized by the his- 
torians who had access to these records, 
there was much of real value, relating to 
the life of the colony that was not pub- 
lished, us, for instance, the proceedings 
of the ‘court of president and assistants,’ 
between 1741-17H. 

“Extracts from these proceedings have 
been made, but the entire docvment of 
intense interest has never been published. 
So much of value and interest has been 
lost to us, and unless the present legisla- 
ture of Georgia will emulate the patriot- 
ism of their predecessors of 1837-and make 
@ similar appropriation for recognizing 
the original colonial documents now in 
London, all of this valuable and interest- 
ing history will be forever lost to us.

The First Woman Who 
Wrote on Suffrage

Clally for woman’s suffrage was estab- 
lished and edited there by Madame Ma- 
ti'¢a Francisca Anncke. The story of this 
interesting woman's career is told in ‘ne 
Club Womz.n as follows: 

“Could Madame Anneke, the first wo- 
man editor of Wisconsin, the first woman 
to speak on a Milwaukee platform, but re- 
turn to see the 20 women on the platform 
of the Alhambra theater at the great 
bienrria]l of the General Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs to be held in Milwaukee June 
4-9, she would feel that her life-long ef- 
forts for the broadening of woman’s path- 
way had 1ot been in, vain. 

“Matilda Francisea Giesler was born in 
Westphalia, Germany. The story of her 
life reads like a romance. In the social 
life of her fatber’s luxurious home she 
met the authors, poets, statesmen and 
Scientists of Germany. She was liberall: 
educated and early in Hfe manifested lit- 
erary talent. Before reaching her tw2n- 
tieth year she had written a volume of 
religious poems, much prose and a trag- 
edy, ‘Oithcno,’ which was produced upon 
the stage at Leipsic many times, 

“In 1847 she was married to Colonel An- 
neke, a Prussian officer, who Was a mein- 
ber of the same staff with Carl Schurz, 
Colone| Anneke took an active part with 
the revolutionists of 1848. He was captur- 
ed, and during his imprisonment Madame 
Anneke edited and published The Frauen 
Zeitung at Cologne, a paper devoted to 
the revolutionary cause. After her hus- 
band's release from prison Madame An- 
neke joined him in the field, was made 
his adjutant and shared with him the 
hardships of war. During one engage- 
ment her horse was shot from under her. 
On another oceasion it was owing to her 
courage and bravery that Carl Schurz 
escaped imprisonment.
